May 31. 1976 is an important 
date tor many Michigan veter- 
ans. Many veterans who served 
in the Armed Forces between 
January 31. 1955 and May 31. 
1966 will reach the end of their 
eligibility for VA education as- 
sistance as of May 31. i976. 
Since these veterans were dis- 
charged from the service before 
June 1. 1966. they were eligible 
for benefits during the 10-year 
period from June 1, 1966 (the 
elfective date this group of 
veterans became eligible under 
the GI Bill) to May 31, 1976. The 
10-year period is a statutory 
limitation which can not be 
extended by the VA. Any 
months of remaining entitle- 
ment can not be used. 

However, veterans in the 
above category who are cur- 
rently pursuing or wil} enroil ina 
program of Farm Cooperative 
Training. Apprenticeship, On- 
the-Job Training. or Flight 
Training are not affected by the 
May 31, 1976 termination date. 
These veterans are eligible until 
August 30, 1977. 

Educational financial assist- 
ance Irom other sources such 
as the Office of Education, 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare: Department 
of Labor (CETA): State of 
Michigan Department of Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation; and var-

Service to Area Drivers 


LANSING — Travelers along 
US-27 between Harrison and 
Grayling soon will be able to 
locate emergency and tourist- 
elated services in the area 
merely by puiling off the 
freeway. 

Information plazas which will 
provide a permanent directory 
of such services are being erect- 
ed by the Department of State 
Highways and Transportation in 
two rest areas adjoining the 
freeway. One is on northbound 
US-27 about five miles south of 
Houghton Lake; the other on 
souihbcund US-27 about three 
miles south of,.Higgins Lake. 
They are the first ever placed on 
Micnigan s nignway system. 

Seven large, glass-covered 
panels provide space for infor- 
mation on area hospitals, police 
and other emergency services 
and on travel service businesses 
such as hotels. motels and 
tourist homes: campgrounds, 
restaurants, service stations 
and secreation facilities and 
attractions. Each will be iden- 
tified on,a metal plate. measur- 
ing one-by-six inches. which 
also will list’ the address. 
telephone number and business 
hours. 

The information plazas, which 
are being ‘placed in conjunction 
wiih construction of modern 
restroom buildings in the iwo 
rest areas. are expected to be in 
operation by July 4. 

The Highways and Transpor- 
tation Department said services 
to be listed in the northbound 
rest area, al least for this year. 
will be located iu a conidor id 
miles wide on each side of the 
freeway and extending 35 miles 
north from the rest area. Those 
listed in the southbound rest 
area must be in an area 10 miles 
on each side of the freeway and 
extending 35 miles south from 
the rest area. 

The Department said there 
wiil ve nu charge for qualitying 
businesses and other services 
in the directory. Those interest-

Superintendent’s Corner 


By Fraser Dean 

The upconiing school election (June 14) has 
stirred up quite a Jot of interest in school finances, 
perplexion about property taxes. and confusion 
regarding the state funding of schools. To try to clear 
the air a little, I've prepared a list of facts that may help 
readers understand the situation in the Crawford 
AuSable School District. 

FACT 1. Voters will be asked to approve a 9.15 mill 
renewal - not an increase. 

FACT 2. The 9.15 mills will enable the District to 
fund a budget for the 1976-77 school year that is only 
3.7% greater than the current school year. s 

FACT 3. The schoo! plans to balance its budget by 
delaying payment for schoo! buses (instaliment 
contracts), borrowing against accounts receivable, 
Culting back an supply purchases, and holding the line 
against any program expansion. 

FACT 4. The loss of 9.15 mills which is 40% of 
school funding would result in about a60 or 65% cut in 
staff because of fixed costs (insurance, heat, lights, 
etc.) and unemployment costs. 

FACT 5. The state requires districts to levy 27 
mills to get full state aid. 

FAC] 6. The average Michigan school district 
levvs almost 30 mills for operation and some go as 
high as 38. 

FACT 7. The Crawford AuSahle Schools levvs only 
22.65 mills (including the 9.15 renewal). 

FACT 8. The Crawford AuSable Schools are 
among the most economically run schools in the state 
with the lowest millages and the lowest per pupil 
expenditures. 

FACT 9. Increases in local property assessments 
bring no additional money to schoois hecause iiie siateé 
deducts a like amount from state aid i.e. (if a mill 
‘brings in $30 per pupil locally. the state pays about 
$12.00 a mill per pupil. If property values go up and a 
mill were to bring in about $35.00 locally, the state 
would pay only $7.00 per mill - per pupil. 

FACT 10. Local taxpayers are paying more for 
schools primarily because the state has developed a 
method of transterring almost the entire cost from the 
state treasury to the locai taxpayer. in i965 the state 
paid 75% of the cost and now pays only about 30%.

A rugged, redheaded adven 
turer in his twenties, George 
Rogers Clark was the dynamic 
force who carried the struggle 
for American independence ac- 
ross the Ohio River and into the 
Old Northwest during the mid- 
dig years of the revolution. 

A native Virginian who had 
moved to Harrodsburg in what 
is now Kentucky by the start of 
the war, Clark led rebel forces 
into the West, believing that 
this was the best way to hak 
assaults against frontier settle- 
ments by British-inspired In- 
dians. 

His military successes in the 
Northwest did do much to take 
the pressure off Kentucky sett- 
fers during the war. Some claim 
that they also were responsible 
for provisions of the 1783 Treaty 
of Paris which made the Missis- 
sippi River the western boun- 
dary of the new United States, 
but this is debatable. Never- 
theless, Clark did wrest several 
key posts from the British and 
gain control over much of the 
Northwest. And he never did 
ise 4 vatiie. 

His valiant march across 
frigid and floaded southern 
IHinois to capture Vincennes in 
February of 1779 ranks with 
Benedict Arnold's 1775 expedi- 
tion against Quebec as one of 
the most inspiring sagas of the 
revolution. Arnold's heroic cam- 
paign, however, ended in frus- 
tration while Clark's was a 
brilliant success. Before the war 
ended, Arnold had been brand- 
ed a traitor. Clark, despite 
ingratitude of many of those 
whom he served, was a stead- 
fast American patriot. 

Clark was the second of six 
sons of John and Ann Rogers 
Clark, and ail but the youngest 
were American officers during 
the Revolutionary War — two of 
ther generats, two lieutenants, 
and one a captain. The smallest 
boy. William, who was only five 
years old at the start of the war, 
later became weil known for his 
part in an expedition beyond the 
Mississippi in company with 
Meriwether Lewis. 

George. who also had four 
sisters, was born on November 
19, 1752, near Charlottesville, 
Virginia. His birthplace was just 
two and a nal! miles trom tnat of 
Thomas Jefferson. When Geo- 
tge was 5, his father sold the 
farm in Albermarle County, 
where the first four children 
were born, and moved to 
another in Caroline County 
which had been bequeathed to 
him by an uncle. Britain and her 
colonies were then involved in 
the French and Indian Wars, 
and the hero of young Clark and 
other boys in Virginia was 
George Washington, a young 
colonel. 

Al the age of 11, George and 
his older drother Jonathon were 
sent to live with their grand- 
father, John Rogers. so that 
they could study at the Donald 
Robertson school in King and 
Queen County. Their ciass- 
mates at the schoo! included 
James Madison, fousth presi- 
dent of the United States, and 
John Tyler, father of the 10th 
president. George, according to 
tradition, wasn’t able to master 
the Greek, Latin and French 
taught by Robertson and was 
sent home to his parents after

about a half year at the school. 
Thus ended his formal educa- 
tion. 

At 19 he was learning survey- 
ing from his grandfather, and he 
soon was exploring the lands 
along the Ohio River and its 
tributaries. in the spring of 1774 
he was among a party of 90 that 
gathered at the junction of the 
Ohio and Kanawha rivers to set 
out on an expedition to estab- 
lish a settlement in Kentucky. 
However, before they could get 
underway hostilities erupted 
between frontier settlers and 
indians of the Ohio country, and 


Clark and his companions were | 


soon involved in Dunmore's 
War. 

lm the spring of 1775, Clark 
started out again for Kentucky 
where he found James Harrod 
and about 50 others who had 
established the town of Har- 
rodsburg. Clark so loved the 
region that he decided to make 
it his home. And it was in 
defense of this home that he 
undertook his campaign against 
the British and Indians of the 
Worihwest during the revoiu- 
tion.

This was necessary because certain peuple 
continue to dump unauthorized articles such as old 
appliances, furniture, lumber, brush etc. I felt the day 
was wasted because there are so many other tasks | 
could have been doing. 

One year ago | made a presentation before the 
D.N.R. Commission. | objected to the discriminatory 
treatment we have received in Crawford County in the 
area of Solid Waste Disposal. | was assured at that 
time that action would be taken to bring other areas 
into compliance wiih the Solid Waste Law. Recent 
news items indicate the D.N.R. Commission is again 
discussing the subject. As of this date | am confident | 
can still find about the same number of “Dump's” 
Operating as there were a year ago. 

It would seem all my appearance before the D.N.R. 
gained was a “pat on the back” for complying with the 
law and got the Health Department off my back with 
their abjection to our facilities. ; 

Action has been take to continue the AuSable 
River Refuse Contro! Plan for another year. This plan 
started in 1975, provides for refuse containers and 
scheduled maintenance at various sites along the river. 
We have been assured of continued financial support 
for this program so that very few tax dollars are 
necessary. We appreciated the cooperation of people 
Not using these containers for household refuse during 
1975 and trust this same cooperation will continue. 
This is a very necessary part of making such a program 
workable. 

Since the first of the year Grayling Township has 
issued 75 building permits. These consist of 29 new 
homes, 6 mobile homes, 18 garages, 4 commercial 
buildings and the remaining 18 for additions and 
miscellaneous construction.
